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EXTRACTS FROM MAPLE’S EU- 
LOGY TO THE DAIRY COW 


A darkey was asked once, if he 
could have three wishes granted, what 
they would be, and without hesitation 
he said: “I would take first, 10 bar- 
rels of whiskey; then I would take 
10 boxes of tobacco”—then he hesi- 
tated for some time and said—“then 
I believe I would take another barrel 
of whiskey.” If I could have three 
wishes granted, in the interest of In- 
diana, I would make my first choice 
for a dairy herd for each farm in 
the state; my second choice, a silo for 
each herd, and my third choice, a few 
more cows. 

Last year the Iowa dairy cow fur- 
nished the state of Iowa with all of 
the milk and cream and butter the 
state used, and, in addition, she pro- 
duced a surplus of 100 million pounds 
of butter, which was shipped out, and 
30 millions of dollars sent back from 
Illinois, Indiana, Ohio, New York and 
New England to deposit in Iowa 
banks, and buy luxuries for him who 
used to be designated as “The man 
at the hoe.” Wisconsin did even bet- 
ter than this, and the boasted pride 
of Wisconsin citizenship is that they 
have a cow for each inhabitant and 


produce more surplus grain to sell 
after feeding these cows than they 
did before the introduction of the 
dairy cow; and I do not hesitate to 
say that a failure to encourage the 
most generous introduction of dairy 
cows into this state is absolutely crim- 
inal; and that any citizen of this great 
commonwealth, to whom has been giv- 
en a position of trust that in any way 
discourages the development of dairy- 
ing to the highest degree, should be 
punished by eternal ostracism from 
the arena of politics; for my opinion 
today is exactly opposite to that of 
the boy who was one of a family 
of ten children, and who was called 
into his mother’s room one morning 
to welcome the advent of the eleventh. 
He looked at the little fellow intently, 
and with a serious expression for 
awhile, when his father said, “What 
do you think of it?” The boy an- 
swered, “Well, I can think of a great 
many things we need worse.” I am 
honest when I tell you, I can think 
of nothing Indiana needs worse than 
the dairy cow. 


I am impressed that some of the 
characteristics of the dairy cow are 
modesty, fidelity, constancy and in- 
dustry, and for those qualities she 
commands our admiration and is en- 
titled to our most generous considera- 
tion. It is interesting to note her 





prominence in making history, and 
the absence of any mention of her 
in recording that history. It is sel- 
dom she gets her picture on the front 
page of a newspaper. Mark Twain 
once said about the Platte river, that 
it was a mile wide and an inch deep 
—a stream of wide circulation and but 
little influence. While the dairy cow 
has been regarded as indispensable 
on every farm, and her produce a 
necessity in every family, my obser- 
vation has been that as a rule she has 
had seemingly but little influence in 
the social, commercial and _ political 
field. The agricultural press devotes 
about half its space to corn and 
wheat, half of the remainder to cattle, 
horses, hogs and sheep, and the rest 
to advertising, except one or ‘two 
columns devoted to the performance 
of a record-breaking cow, or the fail- 
ure of a scrub herd that. was half fed 
and had no care. Something over 30 
years ago a dairy cow got some no- 
toriety and her picture in the lead- 
ing periodicals of the United States, 





by kicking over a kerosene lamp and 


starting a fire that cleared off a patch 
of ground perparatory to the build- 
ing of the greatest city of modern 
time; one that is commensurate with 
the demands of a great and growing 
country, thereby making herself a 
benefactor instead of the instigator of 
a calamity. It has not been long 
since she succeeded in getting her pic- 
ture into one of the leading maga- 
zines, because of a successful cam- 
paign conducted ,by her personally in 
favor of Peter Porter, of Niagara 
Falls, for congress, against the old- 
time and popular politician, James 
Wadsworth. A few days since I had 
my attention called to the election of 
a republican in a democratic county 
in Iowa, through the influence of the 
dairy cow, and it has been intimated 
that she had something to do with 
the democratic victory in Nebraska in 
the last campaign; and I am told that 
Missouri is now actively engaged in 
the importation of democratic dairy 
cows within its borders, preparatory 
to routing the mysterious stranger 
at the next election. 

On the cover of the program of the 
Missouri short course last year there 
was a picture of a handsome team of 
mules, and under them was written, 
“Missouri stands at the head, the 
only safe place.” I would that I 
might today paint another picture 
that you can take home with you 
and preserve on the tablet of mem- 
ory. It would be the picture of a 
dairy cow, and undeneath would be 
written, “Indiana stands at the other 
end, the only harbor of safety from 
financial panics and crop failures and 
and industrial paraiysis and com- 
mercial depression.” I am not here 
today to discuss the dairy cow from 
a scientific standpoint; I haven’t the 
time, an dthis is not the place. And 
further than this, I confess my knowl- 
edge of her from this point of view, as 
compared with eminent authorities 
from whom you can get this, is some- 
thing like one of the boys in a large 
Sunday school class who was being 
examined one day on prominent inci- 
dents recorded in the Bible the teach- 
er pointing her finger at a little fel- 
low, said, “Jimmie, you tell me who 
killed Abel.” He said, “Teacher, you 
needn’t ask me, I didn’t know he was 
dead.” I know her as having a long, 
uninterrurpted history of usefulness. 
I am not here to discuss her ancestry,

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cannot be estimated by this; neither 
do I ask for her a place in the de- 
literations of your councils on the 
basis of what is to be accomplished 
by her posterity, but I present her, 
not alone for what she has done. 
but for what she is doing and for her 
rich promises. 


If you think the dairy cow homely, 
I ask you to remember the most 
teautiful song that Indiana _ ever 
heard, as she came at even-tide from 
across the prairie, and the winding 
paths of the forest along the banks 
of the historic. creek, swinging her 
head with the proud air of prima 
donna, and chanting in low, solemn 
tones an anthem of hope to Indiana 
mothers and Indiana children, and 
keeping time to the music of silver 
dollars, as they dropped into the banks 


of Indiana, to be drawn on as necess- 


ary to supply the wants of a people 
over whose destinies she seemed to 
have such wonderful control. Is 
beauty the only standard by which 
you are governed in your considera- 
tion of friends? I answer, no. 
Now, in discussing the claim of the 
dairy cow, let us decide whether she 
has any pull or not to make her wel- 
come. Who is she, and what claim 
has she on our time? What influence 
has she? What good can she do us? 
Listen! Are you a politician? She 
controls more votes than any other 
industry in this country. Are you a 
banker? She deposited more money 
in the banks of our country last year 
than came from any other one source 
Are you a merchant? She bought anc 
paid cash for more merchandise last 
year than any other item of agri- 
culture. Are you a stock-raiser? She 
is stock. Hon. F. D. Conburn says. 
“She is the steer’s Mama.” She is 
the steer’s sister. Her product is the 
foundation of a good hog. Are you a 
farmer? She has made more good 
farms out of poor ones than all the 





other influences combined. She has 
changed more six-bushel wheat land 
and 15-bushel corn land to 25 bushels 
of wheat and 75 bushels of corn to the 
vere, than all of the combined efforts 
of modern science. 


I would leave these thoughts with 
ou to-day as reasons why the dairy 
20w should be most liberally in- 
troduced into Indiana, and at all 
‘imes be the object of special care and 
consideration. She is entitled to this 
consideration, because of her long 
years of usefulness. She is worthy 
of it, because of her money-making 
»vower, and by no means least in my 
estimation is her influence on the 
home. Professor Erf, of Ohio, says: 
“I found in that portion of Europe, 
where the most cows are milked, not 
ynly the best farms and the highest 
»riced land, but I find a higher order 
of intelligence and more refinement.” 
I believe that a man is made better 
‘y associating with a good dairy cow. 
If any of you have an ugly disposi- 
tion and are hard to manage, I: would 
advise your wife to get you into the 
dairy business as soon as possible. A 
sow is an advocate of temperance; 
she won’t do business with a man who 


drinks to excess. If a man persists 
‘n swearing and talking loud, or gives 
‘vay to his temper around where she 
*s, she shuts off his supply. A moder- 
ate cussing and a lick, with a milk 
tool will tie up her milk duct in a 
knot, and it’s a case of “visiting the 
‘niquities of the father on the child- 
ren,” kecause they have to go hungry 
on account of their father’s iniquit- 
yus conduct towards the cow. A man 
soon learns to quit hitting the cow or 
swearing at her, because it costs too 
much. They soon begin to feel like 
Bob Evans did when one Sunday in 
a strange city he went to a very fash- 
‘onable church, and was shown a good 
seat that was unoccupied, and after 
a little while a very elegantly dressed 





couple came down the aisle ani 
topped at this seat and looked a lit- 
tle disgusted but when in and sat 
lown. The man evinced considerable 
inoyance, and finally handed a card ’ 
o Colonel Evans, on which he had 
vrtten, “This seat costs me $2,500 a 


year.” Colonel Bob handed it back 
‘o him after writing on the other 
side. “It costs you too damned 
much.”

“When 
we awake, we behold the walls on 
which the plaster has been held by 
her hair; we fasten our clothes with 
buttons, and we comb our hair with 
1 comb made from her horns. We put 
mn our feet a pair of shoes made from 
her skin, and as we enter the dining 
room and sit down to a tempting 
reakfast, we find she has provided 
is with a piece of cheese, a cup of 
milk, a pitcher of cd2am for our 
coffee, a plate of hot cream biscuits, 
a dish of butter, a smoaking beef- 
steak, and, above everything else are 
the bright, interesting, idolized child- 
ren, whose foster mother she is.

MILK AND BUTTER IN TURKEY. 








From Consul General G. Bie Ravndal, 
Constantinople, Dec. 2, 1911. 





Although Turkey is preeminently 
an agricultural and pastoral country, 
it has but few milch cows and there 
is very little in the way of dairy 
industry. Milk is sold at rather high 
rates, is not always clean, and is 
very often adulterated. The price of 
milk in Constantinople is now 2% 
to 3 piasters per oke (8.8 to 10.6 
cents per quart). 

Even the highest-priced and pre- 
sumably pure milk at 10.6 cents per 
quart is adulterated with about 12.5 
per cent. of water. The other quality 
is distinguished by a special name 
among the dealers of milk and native 
milk products, which openly implies 





'that water is freely mixed with it. 
The milk dealers, however, in some 
way manage to retain the density of 
the milk. Thus the milk often con- 
tains besides water some condensing 
material, like starch. . 

There are no milk testers in the 
city. In the country, milk of sheep, 
goats, buffaloes, and camels is used, 
puffalo milk, quite extensively. It is 
very rich, although not so suitable for 
eating and drinking purposes as cows’ 
or goats’ milk. 


Such cows as exist in Turkey aver- 
age from 5% to 11% quarts of milk 
daily. The milk is usually thin and 
weak. Very few dairies of any kind 
exist in or near Constantinople, and 
with one exception none is conducted 
on a scientific plan. These carry on 
a good business, even though the em- 
ployees are mostity natives from the 
mountains of the interior, who give 
the animals insufficient care and look 
after the barns in a very haphazard 
manner. They continue’ milking 
cows at periods in which milking is 
harmful to the animal, and appar- 
ently have no idea that cleanliness 
is essential to the health and yield of 
a cow. Only one of these dairies is 
provided with a cream separator. Ow- 
ing to this condition of dairying and 
the consequent deterioration of the 
animals it has become necessary to 
import milk, butter, and cheese from 
abroad. 


Condensed milk is being imported 
in Constantinople to the extent of 
some 2,500 cases of 48 one-pound 
boxes per year. The case laid down 
in Constantinople costs the importer 
from $4.01 to $4.62. In the capital 
and elsewhere the consumption of 
sweeetened condensed milk is on the 
increase. The brands enjoying the 
greatest popularity are Fussels’ Brand 
(Norwegian milk) sweetened, at $4.01 
per case, the Swallow and Milkmaid 
brands of Anglo-Swiss milk, and Nes- 
,tle’s condensed milk, both sweetened 
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Lake, N. Y. % 
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and selling at $4.62 per case, and the 
“Ideal” brand, ‘in the unsweetenel 
quality at $4.62 per case. The “Red 
Butterfly” brand has recently ap- 
peared in the market and commands 
a certain sale. 


It is recommended that American 
exporters of canned milk bestir them- 
elves in order to gain a foothold 
in this market. An agency should be 
established in Constantinople and a 
few cases sent out on consignment. 
American condensed milk is very lit- 
tle known out here and evaporated 
milk is quite unknown to the general 
public. Several years ago an attempt 
was made to introduce evaporated 
cream and milk, but it failed owing 
to a lack of advertisement. If the 
manufacturer himself undertook the 
advertising of his evaporated milk 
and cream, as many of the European 
manufacturers’ of condensed milk are 
doing quite extensively, by placing 
posters everywhere and by inserting 
advertisements in the local papers, 
so as to impress upon the public the 
2conomy and other advantageous fea- 
tures of evaporated milk, a- consid- 
erable business would surely follow. 
American condensed milk can success- 
fully compete with European brands. 


This is true also of salted butter, 
in which article it is believed our 
country can sucessfully compete in 
Turkish markets with the products 
of England, Denmark, Holland, and 
France. The best salted butter comes 
from Cork, Ireland. It is bought at 
24 cents per pound in 14-pound tin 
cans (price of cans included). When 
bought in kegs of 56 pounds, the price 
is 22 cents per pound. To these prices 
must be added 15 to 16 per cent. for 
expenses of shipipng to Constanti- 
nople. Unadulterated fresh table but- 
ter is imported from Hungary, Switz- 
erland, and Italy to the extent of 
some 35,000 pounds and sold here on 
trial. The three principal brands of 


‘unadulterated fresh table butter are 
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‘Sale, advertised in this issue. For

Agricultural These are days of prac- 
tical things—when val- 
ue is largely measured 
by the standard of usefulness. And 
things are useful just to that extent 
to which they can be coined into 
money. Education, beyond its money 
earning power is but ornamental. The 
only excuse for the existence of our 
creat agricultural institutions, our 
toards of experts and tons of litera- 
ture, annually distributed over the 
country, is just to that extent to which 
they increase the total crop output of 
this country, to which they leviate the 
troubles of the twenty million Ameri- 
can farmers and increase the general 
prosperity. Does the result justify 
the effort? Unquestionably it does, 
yet is there not a possibility of great- 
er efficiency?

Ireland, where some very effective ' 
work is being accomplished. An in- 
structor has a circuit of 250 farms. 
He makes no speeches but demon- 
strates—sets things in motion. It is 
estimated that the crops on _ these 
farms in 1911 were worth $15,000 
more than if the instructor were not 
there. In Pennsylvania, we have 
another case. A Mr. Ross has taken 





up what may be termed missionary 
‘work in one of the most run down 
sections of Pennsylvania, where as he 
said, five acres of pasture was over- 
stocked with one cow on it. He is 
continually on the go, visiting in an 
automobile the farms of 1500 men. 
Here is an example of the good Mr. 
Ross is doing. 

| “lwo years ago a man had a six- 
acre field of corn that yielded alto- 
gether 42% bushels, worth about $25.- 
50. The following July that field was 
,put to soy beans. For six weeks in 
!the autumn the hogs ate and frolicked 
jin the bean field. When they came 
out they weighed 3000 pounds more 
{than when they went in. Proceeds 
from corn at hard lakor, $25.50; from 
soy beans and a pigs’ picnic, $210 and 
a field much enriched in nitrogen and 
jhumas. In June, 1912, it was in a 
‘fine stand of young rape preparing 
for another pigs’ picnic. After the 
rape will come alfaifa. The field was 
picked out because it was known as 
jthe poorest field in all that section. 
Poverty of poverties! Run down but 
‘not exhausted.” 

“Five years ago the soy bean was 
‘unknown in that country. Three 
years ago there were sixteen seedings. 
Last year there were 158 and this 
year there will be between 500 and 
600.” 

“ ‘The soy bean,’ declares Ross, 
‘will grow in the poorest land without 
lime, and the nodules of nitrogen on 
‘its roots are as big as wild cherries. 
|Yes, it will grow anywhere,’ he told 
|the man who tried to corner him. 
‘Why, it will grow on a tin roof!’ 
And then upon reflection: ‘At least 
it will come nearer doing it than any 
useful plant I have ever found.’ ” 

Reforms in agriculture result from 
conviction and conviction comes only 
when the demonstration gets “home.” 
The above examples of Agricultural 
Extension illustrate cases in which 
the demonstration does get “home.” 
Compared with this method, the lec- 
turing of our experts from some lec- 
ture hall is as idle as the sighing 
of the wind in a pine grove; his expla- 
nations are as evanescent as dreams. 
He merely entertains. However, there 
may be exceptions.

is known by all the others and has 
visited many of their farms and given 
positive proof of his worth, his coun- 
cil carries much added weight.

This certainly is the kind of exten- 
sion that brings results. It is the
